F ren ch concession au thorities today 
began the erection of 
barbed 
w ire 
barricades at*the en trances to Chinese 
territo ry . 
The m easure w as announc­ 
ed as only precautionary for the pro­ 
tection of F rench citizens. 
T he B ritish a irc ra ft c a rrie r H erm es 
w as enroute to S hanghai from H ong 
K ong bearing 560 B ritish troops to re 
inforce the three w arships already 
here. 
The situation w hich yesterday ap 
peared serious w ith th e arriv al of sev­ 
eral B ritish and 
A m ericans 
fleeing 
from N anking appeared to have eased 
considerably today. 
Two divisions of N ationalist troops 
have entered N anking to assist in the 
preservation of order there, especially 
in the resum ption of service on th e 
S hanghai-N anking 
rail 
line 
w hich 
t wice has been in terru p ted by rem oval 
of the track s by rebels. 
It w as estim ated th a t IOO A m erican 
w om en and children had evacuated 
N an k in g on various steam ships toget­ 
her w ith som e B ritish subjects. M any 
of th e A m ericans w ere m issionaries. 
The city w as quiet.

T h reats of the strik ers, m em bers

U nited M ine W orkers of A m erica, to 
support th eir strik e w ith bloodshed 
caused Sheriff D. L. B unbar to ask for 
troops. 
Violence w as narrow ly averted yes 
te rd ay w hen a m ob of

trict, and turned m iners aw ay from 
th e gates as they cam e to work.

D em onstrations a t Peabody M ines 
No. 7 and No. 8 w ere planned by the 
leaders of the strik in g m iners. 
Officials of the Illinois Miners* U n­ 
ion w arned m em bers th a t by joining 
th e strik e rs they m ight "tu rn this 
into ano th er G astonia tragedy.” 
Bul­ 
letins w ere issued to all m em bers of 
th e parent union. 
The Illinois M iners’s Union officials 
charged th a t two groups of com m un 
ists who supported strik e rs of T ennes­ 
see textile w orkers and G astonia, N. 
C. mill w orkers w hich resulted in in ­ 
dustrial w ar, are supporting the pres­ 
en t strike.

The snow fall th a t began here M on­ 
day noon continued unabated a t m id­ 
m orning today and the official w eath ­ 
er forecast prom ised no im m ediate 
relief. Traffic in Superior, D uluth and 
outlying d istricts w as ham pered but 
not entirely tied up. 
The U nited States w eather bureau 
prediction reach in g here w arned the 
approaching snow storm m ight eith er 
sweep down over M innesota and the 
D akotas or veer off over the G reat 
L akes and bring an added burden to 
the already snow-blocked regions of i 
N orthern M ichigan and W isconsin. 
All of N o rth ern M innesota w as cov­ 
ered by last n ig h t’s fall, w ith a depth 
ranging from two inches to a foot re­ 
ported from several sections. 
Slight 
flurries also w ere reported from upper 
N orth D akota. 
F ears w ere expressed here th a t both 
highw ay and railroad trav el in th e i 
H ead-of-the-L akes ‘region 
m ight 
be 
seriously obstructed if the snow con­ 
tinued or w as piled into d rifts by a 
wind. 
M otor bus com panies here and in 
D uluth reported th eir lines w ere eith ­ 
er behind tim e or in danger of being 
forced to discontinue service and the 
train s w ere expected to be delayed. 
A bitter breeze sw ept in from over 
Lake Superior to bring added discom ­ 
fo rt and a th re a t of driftin g snow if 
it increased in volume.

C hairm an C araw ay of the senate 
lobby investigating com m ittee, filed a 
devastating report criticizing G rundy, 
th e P ennsylvania tariff m an, w ho now 
is reported likely to be nam ed to the 
senate to tak e the place barred to W il­ 
liam H. V are. 
He quoted G rupdy’s 
own w ords ad m ittin g he had Influence 
on high tariff legislation and pointed 
at G rundy’s large part in obtaining 
funds for the 
Hoover 
presidential 
cam paign last fall. 
R eports th a t Calvin Coolidge m ight 
tu n for the senate to replace the re­ 
tiring 
S enator 
Gillett, 
republican, 
M assachusetts, 
drew from 
Senator 
H arrison, dem ocrat, 
M ississippi, 
the 
caustic advice to Coolidge not to clear 
the way by such action for P resident 
H oover to be renom inated In 1932. 
“I have too m uch respect for Cool­ 
idge to believe th a t he will agree to 
this subtle plan inaugurated by the 
very adroit politicians in the republi­ 
can party close to H oover,” H arrison 
said. 
He also term ed 
the

plan a “conspiracy” to rem ove Cool­ 
idge as a presidential candidate. 
A full page advertisem ent in the 
W ashington Post, signed by 138 Min

The advertisem ent advis­ 
ed the senate, on behalf of the editors’ 
farm er readers to pass the tariff bill 
w ithout trying fu rth e r to slash Indus 
trial rates.
